Haley claims to have made effective use of 
the taxpayer's money during the last four 
years and reels off accomplishments that in- 
clude: spending $29,000 for the repair and 
maintenance of sidewalks; $24,000 for equip- 
ping 911; $151,000 for capitol improvements 
v to the water system; the purchase of the 
proprety from the Methodist Church so that 
Depot St. can eventually be extended. west- 
Ward and supply a much needed east-west 
artery; , $340,000 for the complete recon- 
struction of Orchard St. and Hillside Ave; 
$550,000 on Main Street's reconstruction. 

All the latter items were in ah attempt to 
solve some of the village's traffic problems. 

The Haley administration -has made 
inroads in the long sought for senior citizen 
housing having opened the new Senior Cen- 
ter, and with the project located near 
Williams Park having already received ap- 
proval from the Agency for Housing and Ur- 
ban Development. Low income families and 
handicapped are slated for first choice in the

Shades of the bursting buttons of a 196'0's 
Green Bay Packer fan, could it be possible 
that the average American citizen will never 
again experience the boom days of the Ws 
and'70's? - 

. Maybe the days when an average working 
person is able to fly to Hawaii or Europe on a 
vacation will.be, from here on in, far and few 
between. 

Three or more car families, - where mom 
and pop subsidize their 16 year old's car, 
may not be seen as of ten as they are now. 

Will $50 designer jeans still be filling the 
local closets? 

The present poverty level in the United 
States, for a family with three. children, is 
one of a $13,000 annual income. 
! With today's high prices, my first reaction 
was that a family of that size would find it 
impossible to exist on that kind of money. 

Then I did a little thinking and a lot of 
remembering." 

Maybe this "poverty stricken family "will 
have to live in a four room apartment* like 
they did back in the '40's and '50's. 

One where the living room is the family 
room, rumpus room, game room and a 



bedroom all in one, since mom and~clad~ 
might be sleeping on a hideabed that is used 
as a couch in the day time. 

The bedroom would be filled with as many 
bunk beds as needed by the majority ruling 
sex of the children and every other available 
space in the room will be filled with as many 
dressers as space will allow. -—4 - •_ -, ■ 

The dining room will be used for every 
meal, from Saturday night suppers to Christ- 
■ mas dinner, and the same table will serve as 
a desk for homework, a cutting table for the 
sewers in the family, much more of that 
being donej and a workbench for all the do it 
your selfers, a hobby that might also become 
a necessity. 

Everyone will have one "Sunday outfit," 
-and-mom-and dad-might-only-be able to go_ 
out to dinner once in awhile. 

This ''poor" family will have to make do 
with one car, purchased from Sam the frien- 
dly used car man, and, the worst of all, the 
children may have to make do on a small 
spending allowance. 

One of the most earth shaking deprivations 
may be that the refrigerator may not be 
stocked with coke and ice cream and stray 
bags of potato chips and popcorn might not 
be found laying in the cupboards, which now 
contain the rudiments necessary for an inex- 
pensive but healthy diet. 

This may be the 1981 look on poverty row, 
but it bears a strong resemblance to Mr. 
Average Joe and family back in the "olden 
days" of the '30's, '40's and '50's, then known 
as the family with the best average standard 
of living in the world. 

Be realistic, look- in the ghettos of our 
cities, the back woods of West Virginia, the 
jungles of the Philippines and most other 
foreign countries, if you really want to see 
the face of poverty above a starvation 
swollen stomach and a rag clothed body, that- 
is sheltered by a building that couldn't even 
qualify on the condemned lists of the average 
American community ! 

If all this happens would it really be so 
terrible? Maybe with all the excess money 
and the luxuries it buys, gotten out of the 
"way, the average American family might get 
to know one another again.
